THE CONTRACT WILL BE 


LET WITHOUT DELA V 


One Thousand Men Will Soon 


be Working on the Lower 


Truckee Canal 


Now it Is known to an absolute cer- 


tainty that the Lower Truckee canp.l 
will be built. As stated before by The 
Journal, this IB a proposition under- 
taken by the government to place un- 
der irrigation a vast body of ground 
capable of supporting directly and in- 
directly sixty-five thousand people. 


The Journal's 
authority for 
this 


positive statement is none other than 
State Hydrographer Taylor, who has 
charge of this huge enterprise. 
Mr. 


Taylor returned yesterday from Den- 
ver, where he \\s\a In consultation on 
the 28th with his colleagues in charge 
of the Irrigation work by the govern- 
ment in other states. 


They carefully reviewed the bids for 


the construction of the Lower Truckee 
canal, each of which approximate one 
million dollars. 


The bids, or at least some of them, 


were found to be in accord with the 
plans and specifications and the hy- 
drographers decided to let the con- 
tract at once. 


This "at once" means a delay of 


about two weeks, for the documents 
must be prepared at Washington and 
receive the signatures of certain heads 
of departments. 
Ihey will then 
lj 


^forwarded and the contract closed. 


Mr. Taylor stated in interview yes- 


terday that within a very few weeks 
after the contract is entered into, act- 
ual work would begin and be pressed 
forward with all possible , diligence. 
The topography and climatic condi- 
tions of the country to bejstraversed 
by thet_ canal are such that" work can 
be carried on as well, if not better, in 
winter as in summer.

is to be the base of supplies and 
the 


scene of the transaction of the greater 
part of the business in connection with 
this vast undertaking. 


The canals that are probably to be 


subsequently 
constructed 
will 
also 


cause business activity here, for this 
is the place where all the hydrographic 
office work is centered. 


The people of Reno and of the entire 


state do not yet realize the magnitude 
of the government work .and Its ulti- 
mate effect upon this city and state. 
People generally consider the irriga- 
tion project a matter that lies in the 
dim distance, but it is a fact that the 
benefits that will be begun to be reap- 
ed within the next thirty days will 
be far reaching. 
As soon as the canal 


is finished the storage reservoir will 
be built. 
This -will employ a thou- 


sand men also. 
In the meantime the 


land will be brought under irrigation 
from the canal's laterals direct and 
within eighteen months there will be 
farm houses dotted over a vast aiea 
that is now a sea of sand. 


Already the Reno Chamber of Com- 


merce is receiving inquiries from in- 
tending colonists. As soon as the work 
actually begins upon the canal the fact 
will be heralded in the papers through- 
out the United States and thousands 
of people will seek homes here

The City of Reno will keep every 


cent of the money collected for li- 
censes, that is, If the courts are willing- 
and the city has able counsel to press 
the matter before the highest tribunal 
in the state and has plenty of evidence, 
including the wording of the charter 
to back up the position. 


The charter says emphatically that 


"ALL the money collected shall 
be 


turned into the general found of the 
city." 


The County of Washoe wants 
a 


quarter of it and the State of Nevada 
would like to have another slice of 
equal extent, but City Attorney Wil- 
liams and Special Counsel Wren ob- 
ject. 


They have even gone so far as to- 


mandamus City and County Treasurer 
Boyd to turn never a cent of

Jonathan "Walker was born in Har- 


. wlch, Mass., on 1799 and In early man- 


hood took a great interest In the slav- 
ery question. 
In 1835 he formed a 


compact with Benjamin Lundy for the 
establishment of an escaped slave col- 
ony in Mexico. The men owned a 
small vessel, and with it they assisted 
the slaves to get away to a place of 
refuge. They followed the practice' for 
several years, and Walker had many 
harrowing adventures during the time. 
He was finally captured in July,' 1844, 
and tried before a court at Key West. 
He was convicted of slave stealing, 
and the judge sentenced him to pay a 
fine of $4,200, suffer seven years in 
prison, stand in the pillory for one 
hour and to have the letters "S. S." 
burned in the palm of his right hand. 


Walker paid the fine, stood In the 


pillory, the branding part of the sen- 
tence was carried out and the suffer- 
ing man confined in jail. 
There he. 


remained for nearly a year tin til re- 
leased. In, 1863 he came to Muskegon 
county, and settled on a beautiful spot 
near the lake, where he remained until 
the time of his death, which- occurred 
April 30,1878. 
On the. first of the fol- 


lowing August a handsome monument 
to his memory was erected in Ever- 
green Ceme'tery by Photlus Fisk, a

ceiving any rebate or advantage there- 
from. 
The case is the first to arise 


under that section of the anti-rebate 
law, which gives the interstate com- 
mission power to ask for an injunc- 
tion to restrain a railroad from chang- 
ing less than its posted freight rates.

SHOULD BE TESTED

HE Carson Appeal publishes an able and exhaustive 


article urging the testing of'the Constutionality of 


the Eight-hour law In the Supreme court. The reasons 
given by the Appeal in support of its proposition are con- 
vincing and in fact irrefutable. The Journal most hearti- 
ly endorses the position of its Carson contemporary in its 
assumption that it is the bounden duty of the Democratic 
and Silver parties to carry the matter to the highest ju- 
dicial tribunal of the State and not permit it to rest upon 
the decision of a. District Judge. The Eight-hour platform 
clause -was unanimosly endoresed by the two State con- 
ventions and every man holding a State office was elected 
upon those platforms and it would be a gross imposition 
upon the laboring men of the State to allow that most im- 
portant portion to be turned down without taking every 
possible means to insure their sustainance, and it is plain- 
ly the duty of the Democratic and Silver party State Cen- 
tral committees to act in unison with the labor unions in 
bringing the matter to a final decision. The Appeal cor- 
rectly argues that the question is purely a. legal one and 
that the merits or demerits of the law itself has nothing 
whatever to do with the basing of a judicial decision upon 
it, that being a matter exclusively for legislative action. 
The Utah Supreme court decided in the affirmative upon 
the same law that was enacted in Nevada, and although 
the constitutions of the two States vary somewhat in that 
connection, the Utah court decided that outside of the 
constitutional clause which affirmatively permitted such 
legislation, the law was a legitimate exercise of the power 
of police regulation and for that reason alone, should be 
upheld. As the Utah decision was sustained by the Su- 
preme court of the United States, th re is but little cause 
to doubt the validity of the Nevada law, or that the Neva- 
da Supreme court's decision will not be adverse to that 
renedred by Judge Murphy at Dayton.

It may be news to many Renoites 


to know that the first fifty-mile relay 
race of -which there is any record was 
ridden by the Carson and Reno teams

Probably not many residents of this 


city are aware of the fact that the

17 05 and yet he was able to open a 
gap by this matvelous butst of speed 
which -was about average time made 
Compare that with Jack Wing's ex- 
hibition ride ot 11 26, standing stait, 
last season, and it will be observed 
that the "woild do move " 


While tho Renoites took their de- 


feat good natuiedly they weie never - 
theless chagrined and ilmmediately set 
about preparing themselves for such 
revenge as Caison City would 
not
